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GHI Board Backs 
Manager's Rejection 


Of Member Applicant 


The board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., at a 
special meeting called Tuesday 
to consider new membership ap- 
plications, unanimously upheld 
the decision of the manager to 
reject an applicant who had ap- 
pealed the manager’s decision 
to the board, 

A letter from a local real 
estate firm protesting the man- 
ager’s decision was read to the 
board. GHI Manager Paul Camp- 
bell reported to the board his 
reasons for disapproving the 
membership application, and the 
unanimous vote followed. 

However, board member Harry 
Zubkoff raised the question of 
whether it was appropriate for 
the board to delegate to the 
manager the authority to reject 
applications for GHI member- 
ship. Campbell said that at the 
present time he brought to the. 
board’s attention those border- 
line cases which he felt required 
evaluation by the board, 

Zubkoff recommended that ei- 
ther all membership applications 
be brought before the board for 
approval or disapproval, or that 
the manager report to the board 
on all rejections so that the 
board could be aware of them, 

GHI President Ed Burgoon 
pointed out that the decision had 
peen” made” to derevate tnis- re= 
sponsibility to the manager be- 
cause these cases could be del-' 
icate and not suitable for dis- 
cussion in open meetings, Frank 
Lastner supported this view, not- 
ing that open discussion of the 
background of these cases could 
be harmful to the applicant, Zub- 
koff suggested that such matters 
could be taken up in executive 
sessions, 

Burgoon also noted that it was 
a more efficient operation to 
have management screen all ap- 
plicants rather than to require 
the board to review all these 
cases. He said that background 
reports on all disapproved ap- 
plications are available to board 
members. 

Campbell admitted that he has 
come under a great deal of sharp 
criticism and even personal a- 
buse as a result of his reject- 
ing some applications. Zubkoff 
argued that such a burden should 
not be imposed on the manager 
and should be spread more even- 
ly on the shoulders of the nine 
board members. 

Burgoon suggested and Zub- 
koff agreed that the subject should 
be deferred for futher discussion 
to a future meeting, It was gen- 
erally agreed by the board that 
the manager’s handling of mem- 
bership applications has been 
completely satisfactory.

Fireworks on Fourth |Easement Request 
For Service Station 
Heard by Planners

Details of a request for an 
easement through city-owned 
land, to eliminate a presenttraf- 
fic hazard at the Co-op service 
Station entrance, were presented 
to the Advisory Planning Board 
Thursday evening by a repre- 
sentative of Greenbelt Consumer 
Services, Inc. The Board de- 
cided to consider the technical 
and legal aspects more fully 
before making a decision. A 
second public hearing may be 
held if the Board deems it neces~ 
sary, Chairman Bernstein indi- 
cated. 

During the public hearing, 
questions were raised concerning 
the legality of the proposed ease- 
ment and the extent to which con- 
ditions should be attached to 
the easement should it be granted. 
The G.C.S, representative, Mr. 
Hess, said that the only obvious 
alternative, a passage through 
the center strip of the new road- 
way, had been ruled out in talks 
with the State Roads Commis- 
sion, He used a sketch to illus- 
trate the size and location of the 
requested easement, a triangular 
segment of the present city- 
owned buffer strip between the 
garage and 10 court of Southway. 
He claimed that the easement 
would provide necessary safety 
and legality -- eliminating illegal. 
use of the northern exit against 
present traffic flow -- and also: 
convenience for Greenbelt citi-

Matt Amberg, a resident of 
the nearby court, asked for as- 
surances that granting of the 
easement would not mean fur- 
ther pnysical encroachment by 
the station in the direction of 
the residences. k was brought 
out that the screening by exist- 
ing hedges was not adequate, 
Hess replied that G.C.S, would 


.| abide by any conditions the Board 


thought fit tO attach. 

The fact that the proposed 
driveway would lie below the 
bank of the roadway and thus not 


| be visible to residents was cited 


by Hess as an advantage, but was 
viewed as a possible traffic 
hazard by one questioner. Other 
citizens strongly urged that be- 
fore such an easement be 
approved all possible conse- 
quences be considered carefully 
and the city’s interest be safe- 
guarded by attaching appropriate 
conditions. Among such unde- 
Sirable possibilities, relocation 
of the gas pumps and new owner-= 
ship of the station land were men- 
tioned.
